This is openly charged in a report on the Mexican situation 


made in New York a few days ago by the Board of Foreign 
Missions of the Presbyterian church. 
The report was pre- 


pared by Samuel G. Inman, executive secretary of the com- 
mittee ;,on'co-operation in: Latin America, representing the 
American and Canadian Mission Hoards. 


Iiv the report it is charged that American oil interests are 


manufacturing propaganda to force the Uniled States into 
war with Mexico. He declares that Americans are being de- 
ceived and that "intervention in Mexico is coining just as fast 
as certain interests can possibly force it." 
Mr. Inman says the 


men behind this movement have large offices in Washington 
and New York and unlimited supplies of money with which 
(o carry on their work. "They are playing," says the report, 
"liQt siihply for oil-wells jn Tampico and Vcra Crux, but for 
a much larger stake. They have found out that Mexico is full 
of oil and they want the Uniled States to gel hold of the 
country so they can easily obtain these billions of dollars 
worth o'f oil properties, which are certain to be developed in 
the: fuf lire."

Of the correctness of this view it remains for the people to 


judge. 
It is certain that for some years past there has been 


much said about the alleged necessity of "cleaning up" Mex- 
ico, and'long before there was any formal charge to that cllect 
there was a suspicion on the part of many that the agitation 
was not wholly devoid of selfish interest. The report referred 
to will strengthen this suspicion.

past and it is proper (hat she should be held to account for her 
nilsdeed.s, but it will be well to guard against being egged into 
war to enable (he oil hounds to secure Ihe quarry they have 
scented. 
Mr. Inman, who is considering the matter from a 


religious and humanitarian standpoint, earnestly urges against 
giving ear lo the propagandists, saying it is impossible for 
Americans to realize'how deep-sealed would be the feeling of 


• Mexicans against them in the event of war. While it might 


be claimed that it was all for the gootl of Mexico, (he people 
of that country would never believe it, their hearts would be 
tilled with bitterness and the work (hat has been done by the 
American mission there would be destroyed. 


The deeds of the unruly elements in Mexico are exasperat- 


ing and should be punished, bill, according lo Mr. Inman, the 
people of Ihe Uniled Stales should not be led astray by Ihe 
agitations of selfish interests, lo whom war would mean sim- 
ply an opportunity for a further enlargement of their holdings 
and profits, regardless of (he cost lo the country and the mini 
ber of widows and orphans lefl in (he wake of the conflict.
